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Business and industry 

New city industry really makes 
things shine — religiously! 


It was seven years ago that a glow in the 
murky waters of a breaker pond near Russell 
Park created an international stir. 

Seven years later an industrial plant near 
that pond is creating objects which, literally, 
glow as the sun's rays strike them. 

The plant, NOR FIB, creates fiberglass 
objects which are beginning to adorn the 
exterior of area churches. 

These are the shiny golden domes and 
crosses which glisten during daylight hours. 
' Spokesman Joe Martines noted that the 
business, open since April, had its grand 
opening in June. 

The building which houses the industry is 
a 7,500-square foot concrete block structure. 

Making molds 

The first step in the business is the making 
of molds. 

This is done by creating a wooden framed 
mold. Or. in the case of trim and window 
frames, by making molds out of the old 
metal trim and frames. 

The molds are taken into a fiberglass 
spraying room. 

There the molds are sprayed witlj resin 
und fiberglass through a chopping and 


spraying gun (which chops fiberglass strings 
and blows it unto the mold). 

After that the material in the mold is gone 
over with a heated roller (much like a paint 
roller) which liquifies and solidifies the 
material. 

After it is taken out of the mold, pieces are 
glued together with a silicon-based glue. 

When the Carbondale Mirror visited the 
city facility last week, workers were finishing 
up two crosses for a local church. 

One is 10 feet high and weighs about 250 
pounds. The other one is'slightiy smaller. 

Once the crosses, domes, and trim leave 
the city manufacturing plant, the responsi¬ 
bly of the firm does not end. 

The company also takes complete charge 
of putting up the items. 

While the company now employes only 
about four people inside, it employes 
masons, roofers, and other artisans for 
outside-the-plant work. 

Advantage 

This is an advantage, Martines said, for 
the local plant. 

The company does not have to subcon¬ 
tract any work out; thus, he explained, there 


is no middle man to pax. 

This makes the local industrs unique in 
that there is not anothci com pans around 
(maybe one out West) ili.it handles these 
religious items from start to finish 

Currently, the firm is working on St. 
John's Russian Orthodox Church in 
Mayfield. 

Work has been done on churches m 
Scranton, Jessup, and Dunmore. 

The spring will see the company work on a 
Palmerton church. 

Is that the entire future for NORFIB 
making crosses and domes for churches? 

Actually, pardon the pun. the sky is ilie 
limit for this new Carbondale venture. 

With the fiberglass process, anything a 
mold can be made from, can be made — 
boats, car bodies, etc. 

The firm, headed by Frank Emmett, presi¬ 
dent, and Joseph Emmett, plant manager, 
feels their fiberglass products are virtually 
maintenance free. 

Unlike the metal domes and crosses which 
now adorn churches, the fiberglass domes 
and crosses need not painting or polishing. 

And they shine in the sun much like the 
“UFO" glowed that night seven years ago.

Va cup well drained chopped 
maraschino cherries 

Vi cup chopped pecans 

Combine softened cream cheese, 
margarine, sugar and vanilla mixing 
until well blended. Add eggs one at a 
time, mixing well after each addi¬ 
tion. Gradually add 2 cups flour 
sifted with baking powder, mixing 
well after each addition. Toss 
remaining % cup flour with cherries 
and chopped nuts. Fold into batter. 

Grease three I pound coffee cans. 
Pour about 2 cups of batter into 
each can. 

Bake 325° F. for 1 hour. 

Glaze with mixture of confection¬ 
ers sugar and milk. Garnish with 
cherries and nuts, if desired. Can be 
frozen.

Knowing if collectibles will appreciate 


In the struggle against inflation more and 
more people are investing in coins, stamps, 
antiques or other collectibles in the expecta¬ 
tion that increases in their value will offset 
inflation's impact. 

Because this is becoming an important 
facet of personal money management, CPAs 
have talked to experts familiar with the 
investment potential of collectibles. And the 
first observation reached, according to Ern¬ 
est O. Wood. CPA. president of the Pennsyl¬ 
vania Institute of Certified Public 
Accountants, is that predicting growth in 
value is hazardous, and that the prudent 
collector must patiently await the reward. 
Nevertheless, collectibles do hold out advan¬ 
tages as tangible*, practical assets. 

While stocks or commodity prices fluctu¬ 
ate daily, the value of collectibles changes 
over long periods of time. The holding 
period for a known piece of art Is generally 
from five to 10 years, with more substantial 
profits being made between 30 and 40 years 
after the initial purchase. 

Complete set 

To increase the value of a collection, 
expert collectors advise accumulating a 
complete set of rare or limited items. If, for 
example, you buy a set of four vases created 
by a particular craftsman, one piece at a 
time, the price of the fourth vase will be 
higher than the first three already obtained. 
Possession of the complete set makes the 
vases more rare and the collection more 
valuable. 

But. when collecting rare items, CPAs 
warn, you should exercise caution. Limited 
editions meant to produce instant collectors 
items do not appreciate automatically. 
Many editions are limited by time. If a large 


number of people order before deadline, the 
number produced will be large. If the edition 
is limited by size, the manufacturer could 
produce many coins, plates or prints. 

Some states require dealers to informc s- 
tomers how rare their collectibles and prints 
actually are. 

Ask the dealer how many of the edition 
are available, if it is the only edition and 
whether any reproductions were done by the 
original artist. 

If you are thinking about collectibles as a 
way to protect your money, CPAs advise 
that you follow the approach taken by suc¬ 
cessful collectors, which is deciding which 
collectibles you like and their possibilities 
for appreciation before you buy. 

To make the most of any opportunities for 
growth in your collectibles' value, CPAs say 
you should specialize or concentrate on a 
line of quality items. Before you buy, consult 
either a catalouge or an expert. Read all 
available information on your field, includ¬ 
ing collectors' newsletters, trade magazines 
and books. 

Many established fields have societies 
formed to keep you up to date on current 
trends and “hot” items, as well as to provide 
space for trade advertisements and com¬ 
munications between members. 

Remember. CPAs advise, to include the 
cost of this information when you are esti¬ 
mating the expenses of collecting. 

Antiques 

Although up to SI2 million a year is 
spent on antiques, good pieces are still avail¬ 
able for less than a non-collector would 
imagine. 

In some fields beginners can acquire a 
valuable collection by spending $50 to $100 


per month. The best place for novice collec¬ 
tors to buy is a local antique shop or an 
auction gallery. Most galleries have experts 
available to heip you evaluate any pieces 
that interest you. 

Ask the expert or the dealer any questions 
you have about the piece and its origins. 
Find out if they will guarantee the authentic¬ 
ity of an object and always examine the item 
first hand for flaws. 

The value of an object, CPAs say, depends 
on its quality, because that is what makes it 
saleable. In addition to quality, the attrac¬ 
tiveness, perfection and rarity of an object 
make it desirable. The more desirable an 
item, the higher its value. 

CPAs remind you that when an item is 
finally resold, auction galleries and dealers 
charge anywhere from five percent to 25 
percent commission, which is sometimes 
split between the seller and the buyer. 

And an item consigned to a dealer or 
gallery takes several months or longer to sell. 
Thus, CPAs say, if you want readily convert¬ 
ible assets and a highly liquid investment, 
some collectibles may not fit your needs. 

Collectibles, CPAs say, are not automati¬ 
cally classified as investments in the eyes of 
the IRS. While the capital gains tax does 
apply to profits made from resale of a col¬ 
lectible, a loss cannot be deducted from your 
federal income tax unless you show that you 
intend to make a profit. 

Check with a CPA to see if your collecti¬ 
bles can be treated as an investment, and 
also find out how to calculate the capital 
gains tax which has been lowered by the new 
tax law. With careful buying of quality 
goods, you can sometimes protect and enjoy 
your money more by purchasing 
collectibles.
